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BUDGET SPEECH 


THE HON. E. W. HINMAN 


MR. SPEAKER: 


This Assembly has the duty of appropriating for the coming year 
the sums which it finds to be required for the costs of the public 
services. Upon this occasion, therefore, I move that you do now leave 
the Chair and that this Assembly resolve itself into a Committee of 
Supply for the consideraton of the sums to be granted to Her Majesty: 


In so moving I ask the indulgence of the Members that I may 
review briefly some of those things which have been recorded in the 
economic history of our Province for the past year and to discuss the 
interpretations of our economic trends which have guided the Govern- 
ment in its planning for the ensuing year. 


In the early months of 1957 we were all very cognizant of tight 
money policies and there was genuine concern that inflation was 
reaching runaway proportions. As the Bank of Canada used the 
means at its disposal to curb inflationary spending, other factors 
were also at work. At last the forces of industry seemed to have 
caught up with the post war demands for replacement of and addition 
to capital goods. Inventories of consumer goods in the hands of 
distributors and merchants were high. It became evident that pro- 
ductive power had been growing faster than demand and so many 
industrial firms began to re-assess their needs and to cut back on 
expansion programs. The effect was a noticeable decline in many 
fields and a prospect of an unhealthy amount of unemployment. 


It was this situation which faced the new Government at Ottawa. 
A relaxing of tight money policies on the part of the Bank of Canada; 
the release of considerable sums through Central Mortgage and Hous- 
ing and the continuation of a high level of government spending which 
included higher pensions and social service benefits—all these played 
a part in reversing the decline in Canadian business. 


But for Alberta there have been other disquieting developments. 
The new Government at Ottawa did not look favourably on the 
exportation of natural gas to the United States and announced that 
the granting of an export permit would have to await the report of 
the newly formed Energy Commission. At this time the oil industry 
of the United States began to be adversely affected by the growing 
imports of Middle East and South American oils. When the Govern- 
ment of the United States found it expedient to curtail imports of oils, 
Canadian oil products became subject to the same restrictions as 
those of other foreign countries. The inevitable result was a cutback 
in our oil production to a point considerably below Conservation 
Board allowables and below the production necessary to permit pro- 
fitable production of many wells. This meant lower royalties for 
Alberta. It meant, too, careful policy re-evaluation on the part of 
our oil exploration and oil production companies which may well 
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result in less enthusiastic bidding for our oil reservations in 1958. It 
has become apparent that we cannot look forward to a continuation 
of the rapid increases which have been usual in the revenue which 
we have come to expect from our natural resources. 


One bright spot has been the lowering interest rates on capital 
borrowings to the extent that our municipal bodies would not seem 
to need the support of the Municipal Finance Corporation in order 
to secure funds at reasonable rates. It is because of this that the 
operation of the Corporation has been suspended. The Government 
has announced its intention of giving service in assisting municipal 
bodies to place their bonds on the market and has provided for the 
purchase by the Government of a limited number of municipal bond 
issues should these bonds not find acceptance on the market at 
reasonable rates. 


Thoughout the year a great deal of work has been done on the 
“New Deal’’ and certain proposals have been put forth for study. 
The failure of these proposals to call forth any majority of favourable 
opinion and considerable opposition on the part of school authorities 
has lead the Government to conclude that it is unwise to implement 
any overall new policy in one step. Accordingly, this budget will 
reflect certain changes along the lines of the proposals of the New 
Deal but will recognize the separate identities of school and municipal 
authorities in allocating greatly increased sums by way of grants. 


As has already been announced, the new hospital scheme will 
become effective on April first and the Budget will provide for the 
very greatly increased sums necessary to make the program operative. 


The turmoil which has accompanied the successful launching of 
“Sputnik’’ and ““Mutnik’’ has brought home to all of us the great 
need for a speed-up in our technical and scientific research and 
education. Our University, with the support of the Government, had 
already embarked on expansion plans for our University facilities and 
ample provision has been made in this Budget for such expansion. 


Our population growth has not abated. Retail business has con- 
tinued good and indicates a high level of personal income for Albertans. 
Our non-oil revenues have kept pace with our growth and the increased 
revenues provided by the Federal Government through our tax rental 
agreements have helped to offset our loss of revenue from oil. 


Nevertheless, the costs of Government services have increased 
steadily and there has been a growing need to provide greater financial 
aid to our municipal governments. To provide for these expenditures 
you will find in this Budget a very noticeable reduction in the sum 
usually provided for reserves as a greater portion of the income has 
been allocated for the purposes already indicated. 


Turning now to the Budget for the coming year you will note 
an overall surplus of $29,492. It is estimated that revenue will amount 
to $263,693,585 which is an increase of $11,067,160 over the amount 
anticipated of $252,626,425 for the present year. 


Expenditures exclusive of statutory provisions will amount to 


$258,064,093 and is an increase of $44,094,723 over the last year’s 
estimates of $213,969,370. 
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Statutory provision will total $5,600,000 as compared with 
$71,500,000 appropriated for the present year and shows the substan- 
tial decrease of $65,900,000. 


The total expenditures of $263,664,093 represents a per capita 
expenditure of $227.28 based on the present estimated population of 


1,160,000. 


The following summary shows the allocation of expenditures to 
the various departments. 


This year I have prepared a graph showing the trend of revenues, 
expenditures and public debt since the inception of the Province in 
1905. I think this will be of interest to the Honourable Members. 


To provide a background whereby we may better appraise the 
budget proposals, the following factors important to our economy are 
submitted to you: 
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AGRICULTURE 


For a number of years crop yields were above normal in Alberta. 
The 1957 crop showed the following average yields per acre: wheat 
19.7, oats 35.8, and barley 26.9 as compared with the average yields 
of wheat 18.1, oats 33.7 and barley 25.3 for the period of 1921 to 1956. 


The value of farm production shows a decrease of $69,566,000 
for a total of $604,794,000 as compared with the total of $674,360,000 
for 1956 and is summarized as follows:

Soil moisture conditions were good in the spring and the land 
was in ideal condition for cultivation and seeding. Before completion 
of seeding, surface soils were dry and the germination of late seeded 
crops was uneven in many districts. General rains came in the south 
and Peace River districts by mid June; to western areas in July; but 
were delayed until August in other sections of the Province. Wet 
conditions delayed the harvest. 


The fall rains were followed by snow in early October. However, 
practically all the crops were harvested south of Edmonton and most 
of them between Edmonton and Athabasca. In the Peace River district, 
only about half the grain and very little of the legume seed crops 
were harvested. 


Despite unfavourable harvest weather, the cereals produced in 
the south graded well, while in the north, damage was confined mostly 
to high moisture content. The Board of Grain Commissioners reported 
that the average protein content of the 1957 wheat crop was 14% 
compared with 12.4% for 1956. 


Grain marketing continues to be a major problem and the burden 
of carrying farm-stored grain has become acute. At July 31, 1957, 
Alberta stocks in millions of bushels were: wheat 75.0; oats 45.0; 
barley 36.0; rye 2.6; and flaxseed 0.45. During the 1957 calendar 
year, Alberta farmers delivered 154 million bushels of all grains, 
compared with 175 million in 1956. Owing to inability to market 
grain, farmers have had difficulty meeting their financial obligations 


despite the advances on stored grain provided for by the Government 
of Canada. 


For the fifth consecutive year, the number of cattle and calves 
on Alberta farms reached an all time peak. The estimated 2.6 millon 
pend were 6.2% above the number recorded by the 1956 census. 
Hog and sheep numbers also increased. A record number of cattle 
and calves were marketed in 1957, but the marketings of sheep and 
hogs were somewhat below 1956 figures. However, prices remained 
strong with the price of hogs substantially higher than for the previous 
year. The Department of Agriculture estimates that farm cash income 


from the sale of meat animal b 
with $160,370,000 in 1956. s was $193,801,000 in 1957 compared 
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The export of beef and beef cattle from Canada in 1957 was 
the highest recorded since 1951. Exports of sheep and mutton were 
also up, but trade in hogs and hog products was reduced. A large 
number of feeder cattle were purchased in Alberta for shipment to 
the United States with the result that fewer cattle are now on feed 
in the Province compared with last year. Supplies of fodder and 
feed grains are adequate. 


The value of dairy production in 1957 was estimated at $42,190,000, 
an increase of 6.8% over the $39,514/000 recorded in 1956. A 3.8% 
increase in total milk production combined with slightly higher prices, 
accounted for the rise. An increase in the average production of milk 
per cow more than made up for a slight decrease in cow numbers. 


Based on a continuing tendency toward specialization, further 
expansion took place in the poultry industry in 1957. However, owing 
to a decrease of about 18% in the price of eggs, the value of production 
for the year decreased as compared to 1956. 


The incidence of live stock diseases was low in 1957, with no 
serious epidemics occurring in animals or poultry. The rabies picture 
is very encouraging, with no positive cases since May, 1956. Disease 
prevention progressed favourably through expansion of brucellosis 
control, veterinary inspection at Class D. stockyards and the other 
activities of the Department. 


The industrial use of water in the operation of the 35 million 
dollars pulp mill at Hinton marks the first large scale use of water 
in the Mackenzie River basin. 


The Bow River Irrigation Development was extended to provide 
water for irrigating farm lands in the Enchant area during the year. 
The use of water for irrigation introduces radical changes in the farm 
economy. Thus the expansion of irrigation facilities must be controlled 
so that the adjustments necessary may be accomplished in an orderly 
manner. Extensions in the St. Mary and Milk Rivers and the Bow 
River Developments, will continue in co-operation with the Government 
of Canada. 


During the 1958-59 fiscal year, work will proceed with the flood 
control project on the Pembina river. 


NATURAL RESOURCES 


Crude oil production in 1957 was 137,492,316 barrels and had 
valuation of $356,743,887. That these totals are similar to 1956 
production of 143,909,641 barrels with a valuation of $355,173,842, 
is due to an increase in price and record production in early 1957, 
when the crisis in the near east made most of the free world dependent 
on oil production from the western hemisphere. Restoration of normal 
oil deliveries to the Mediterranean by pipe line and the reopening 
of the Suez Canal, brought a substantial reduction in tanker rate 
creating severe competition for North American oil markets. As a 
result, Alberta oil production suffered a substantial decline through 


the last half of 1957. 
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There is evidence that our oil market curtailment has seriously 
atfected exploration and development. At December 31, petroleum 
and natural gas lease acreage totalled 22,213,525. There were 
51,549,007 acres in petroleum and natural gas exploration reservations. 
Natural gas licenses and leases accounted for 2,084,618 acres. 


A substantial reduction in drilling footage and hole completions 
was due to terrain conditions in outlying areas. Terrain conditions 
will be a controlling factor in most future oil field development. In 
1956 Pembina accounted for a large proportion of both the drilling 
footage and the oil well completions. In 1957 the drillng footage 
was 7,472,525 feet. The total number of completions dropped from 
1,892 to 1,448 holes, but the number of exploratory completions in- 
creased from 384 to 438 holes. 


Several significant oil and gas discoveries were made during 
the year; one of the oil discoveries in the Innisfail area has been 





followed by sufficient development drilling to indicate a substantial -~ 


field. A number of widely separated discoveries in the Swan Hills 
area has lead to the belief that a deeply buried limestone known as the 
Beaverhill Lake formation may be a crude oil reservoir of major 
proportions. 


Substantial increases to our gas reserves are indicated by dis- 
coveries along the inner foothills from Waterton Park to the Cadomin 
area and in the Whitecourt area. 


The start of deliveries of gas to major export markets boosted 
gas sales to a record level. Northwestern Alberta gas was connected 
to the Westcoast Transmission Line and Eastern Alberta gas began 
to flow eastward to Winnipeg. The pilot gas processing plant at 
Pincher Creek for the recovery of sulphur and liquid hydrocarbons 
is being enlarged to provide capacity for the delivery of gas to the 
Trans-Canada market. Facilities are also being provided for the 
recovery of liquid petroleum gases. Other gas processing plants were 
completed at Redwater and Provost. 


Natural gas production totalled 244,224,735,000 cubic feet, of 
which 113,930,902,000 cubic feet were consumed in Alberta, 
22,503,907,000 cubic feet were marketed outside the Province, and 
17,059,234,000 cubic feet were stored in underground reservoirs. 
Natural gasoline and naphtha production was 968,162 barrels and 
propane and butane production was 1,857,664 barrels. 


Coal production continued to decline. In 1957, production totalled 
3,155,354 tons with a valuation of $17,287,229. 


Salt production was 46,450 tons. 


LANDS AND FORESTS 


A decrease in the demand for homestead leases continues the 
trend established in 1956. The number of leases now in force is 
9,105, six hundred and fifty-nine less than in 1956. The need for 
lessees to supplement their farm income by assuming other work has 
resulted in a deterioraton of farming conditions and compliance with 
the requirements of homestead leases has become more difficult. Lease 
cancellations amounted to 613 in 1957. 
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The demand for grazing leases in the southern part of the province 
continues relatively high. The area under lease now amounts to 


3,523,506 acres. 


During 1957, a total of 197 applications for homestead lease 
loans were received and 145 contracts approved. Disbursements from 
the loan fund amounted to approximately $196,754. 


Under an amendment to The Right of Entry Arbitration Act 
effected in 1957, a mineral purchaser is permitted to obtain a lease 
of public lands for the development of its minerals. Regulations are 
being drafted to cover the issue of mineral surface leases. 


Forest fire incidence was notably reduced in 1957. The use of 
aircraft contributed largely to fire suppression success. Helicopter 
rental provided quick and effective action on fires of small size. 


It is considered desirable to increase the use of aircraft by supply- 
ing funds for the purchase of a helicopter. In addition, the rental of 
auxiliary aircraft is proposed. 


The newly purchased track type vehicles will be used to augment 
fire suppression. Expenditures are anticipated to construct further 
access roads to forested areas for speedy transportation of firefighting 
equipment. The northern forest regions require continued expenditure 
for the construction of ranger stations. 


During the past year 387,000,000 board feet of lumber, 1,785,000 
railway ties and 188,000 cords of pulpwood were cut. The total value 
of these products is $21,600,000 as compared with $19,200,000 in the 
previous year. 


The volume of commercial fish catch was high, being 9,847,985 
pounds. Its market value of $1,421,869 was lower than 1956. Export 
of fish accounted for 3,023,953 pounds, valued at $734,977. 


Visitors to Provincial Parks exceeded one million in number during 
1957. The steady increase in the popularity of our parks indicates 
that continued development is required. Improvements in camping 
and picnicking iacilities in all parks is a main consideration. 


CREDIT UNIONS 


The Credit Union movement continues to grow steadily with 252 
credit unions registered at the end of 1957, compared with 231 at 
the end of 1956. Membership has increased over 6,000 during 1957 
for a total of approximately 56,000. Assets increased $2,000,000 for 
a grand total of $15,500,000. 


CO-OPERATIVE ACTIVITIES 


Thirty-nine new Co-operatives were incorporated in 1957 and 18 
became inactive, for a net total of active co-operatives of 683. There 
are 368 Electrification Associations, 104 Consumer Co-operatives, 87 
Livestock and Feeder Co-operatives, 54 Grain, Feed, Seed, Dairy and 
Poultry Co-operatives, aid 70 Co-operatives of a sundry nature. 
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RURAL ELECTRIFICATION 


Over 3,400 farms obtained electrical service during the year 
1957, bringing the total number of electrified farms in the Province 
at the end of 1957 to approximately 41,000. In addition, there are 
approximately 7,000 non-farm customers served off farm lines. 


Funds advanced under The Rural Electrification Revolving Fund 
Act during the year totalled $4,868,581 for a total of $19,330,504 from 
that fund to date, giving assistance to some 19,500 farmers. 


TOURIST TRAVEL 


In 1957, more than 2,000,000 visitors to Alberta spent almost 
$62,000,000 within the Province and all indications point to an increase 
in 1958. Strong vacation promotion in the United States, extension 
of improved highways in Alberta, great increase in the number of 
camping and picnic sites, and the uniform motel grading system in | 
effect among the four western provinces, all contribute to these 
expectations. 


INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT 


The program of the Industrial Development Branch designed to 
encourage location and growth of industry in Alberta is being sus- 
tained and increased to meet the slackening of economic development 
felt throughout Canada. The Branch is encouraging a program of 
promotion at municipal level and is assisting this by provision of 
individualized economic surveys and other material. During 19957, 
incorporation of Alberta companies totalled 1,616, representing capital 
of more than $111,000,000 and 248 outside companies were also 
registered in Alberta and an amount of $21,000,000 was used to carry 
on their activities. 


AUDITORIUMS 


A highlight of the year was the dedication and opening of the 
two Alberta Jubilee Auditoriums in Edmonton and Calgary last April. 
During the first year of operation, 317,610 persons have attended 814 
functions in the structures, while approximately 60,000 visitors have 
toured the impressive buildings. 


THE ALBERTA HAIL INSURANCE BOARD 


Nine thousand and four farmers insured 1,629,772 acres of crop 
with a total risk to the Board of $12,671,869. Th¢ premiums charged 


for this protection amounted to $1,056,740 averaging 65 cents per 
acre, or 8.3% of the risk. 


Total awards amounted to $777,597 on 248,721 acres damaged 
by hail. 


The reserves of the Board now total approximately $2,370,000. 
The Board is providing protection to its policy/holders at the lowest 
possible cost and operates without guarantee or financial assistance 
from the Government. However, in view of the small quotas they are 


able to deliver, many farmers hesitate to place insurance on their 
crops. 
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TREASURY BRANCHES 
There was a substantial increase in the volume of business trans- 
acted during the year. Deposits increased approximately four and 
one-half million dollars to a total of $48,610,000, representing 65,665 
depositing customers as compared with 62,727 the previous year. 


As at December 31, 1957, outstanding loans totalled $28,658,000 
an increase of $2,431,825 over last year. 


Revenues for the fiscal year ended March 31, 1957, increased 
$287,718 to a total of $2,035,921, while operating costs increased 
$228,972 to a total of $1,914,066 in the same period, showing a surplus 
revenue of $121,855. Of this amount $120,000 was added to the 
Reserve for Bad and Doubtful Debts. 


The cumulative total credited to the Reserve Fund to March 31, 
1957, was $722,612, while charges to the Reserve total $148,132, 
leaving a balance as at March 31, 1957, of $574,480. 


As at December 31, 1957, there were in operation 49 full time 
branches, 15 sub-branches and 83 agencies, with a staff of 424 
employees. During the year new branches were opened at High 
Prairie and Calgary. 


PUBLIC ACCOUNTS 


The Public Accounts for the fiscal year ended March 31, 1957, 
have been tabled and released to the press and provide the members 
of this Legislature and the public generally, with detailed information 
concerning the financial operations of the Province. 


It will be noted that the year’s operations resulted in an overall 
surplus of $34,363,412 which is mainly accounted for by the actual 
revenues received from the sale of oil leases, royalties, rentals and 
additional receipts from the Dominion-Provincial Tax Rental Agree- 
ment as compared with the estimated revenues from these sources. 


The full details of Revenue and Expenditure appear in the Public 
Accounts on pages 43 to 57 inclusive. 


CURRENT FISCAL YEAR 


The interim financial statement covering the Government's opera- 
tions for the nine-month period ended December 31, 1957, has been 
made available to the Members of this Assembly. 


The statement shows a deficit of $39,845,534 resulting from total 
receipts of $211,131,733 and total expenditures, including loans, of 
250,977,267. The deficit has been financed by a bank balance of 
936,266,371 with which we commenced the current fiscal year and 
the remainder by bank overdraft. It is anticipated that for the remain- 
ing three months of the year our revenues will exceed our expenditures 
in an amount sufficient to cover our overdraft. The net result of our 
full year’s operations will likely be very close to the $32,842,945 deficit 
which was forecast in the Budget address one year ago.

Capital Revenues of $3,294,600 will be received from principal 
repayments of loans made to the Alberta Government Telephones and 
to municipalities under the Self Liquidating Projects Act. 


A new Tax Rental Agreement was entered into with the Federal 
Government effective April 1, 1957, and in general terms provides for 
payments to Alberta of 10% of Personal Income Tax collections in 
Alberta, 9% of net Corporation income attributed to Alberta and 50% 
of Succession Duties of deceased Alberta residents. A recent announce- 
ment from the Federal Government provides 13% of the personal income 
tax instead of 10%. 


The new Tax Agreement also provides for an equalization pay- 
ment which will bring the yield on the three standard taxes mentioned 
above to the average of the two wealthiest provinces, Ontario and 
British Columbia. 


The total expenditures of $28,421,790 will include $10,000,000 for 
payment of the Oil and Gas Royalties Dividend shown under Statutory 
appropriation last year. In 1957-58 provision was made for an expendi- 
ture of $10,880,000 under the Municipal Assistance Act. This fund 
has now been increased to $15,000,000. An amount of $480,000 is 
provided for miscellaneous grants and $2,163,680 is provided to take 
care of the normal operation of the Treasury Branches which is more 
than offset by revenues anticipated from the Treasury Branches of 


$2,400,000. 


An amount of $30,000 is included in the Public Works vote for 
Capital construction and alterations of Treasury Branches.

MUNICIPAL ASSISTANCE 


During the past several years the Government has been greatly 
concerned with the growing needs of the municipalities and have put 
forth every effort to improve their economic position. As in past years, 
I have prepared two statements showing the amount of provincial 
financial assistance to all municipalities and in particular to the two 
largest municipalities, the cities of Calgary and Edmonton. I have 
also prepared a graph showing the trend of financial assistance since 


1935. 


The statement showing assistance to all municipalities is sum- 
marized as follows and it is pointed out that the amount allocated for 
1958-59 will total $99,117,200 as compared with the revised estimate 
of $85,254,100 for the present year. This is an increase of nearly 14 
million dollars.

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This cumulative total of approximately one-half billion dollars 
allotted for Municipal purposes during the nine-year period should 
be convincing proof that the Government has been fully aware of 
Municipal problems and has taken definite action to alleviate the 
problems of Municipal Government. 


CONCLUSION 


The figures and facts presented to you tonight tell a story of 
unparalleled progress and bespeak the confidence of the government 
in the future of our province. 


Nowhere in Canada can there be found a people who enjoy so 
high a standard of public service at so little personal cost and with so 
little public indebtedness at provincial level. In no other province 
are the people so well secured against the possible necessity of — 
lessening public service, for we have in Alberta reserves which amount 
to almost three hundred dollars per capita. 


If there is a challenge to the western world in the field of educa- 
tion then no other province is doing more to meet the challenge at 
every level. The substantial grants for operating and capital purposes 
will go a long way toward assuring for our students competent and 
well paid teachers, broad curricula, and modern educational facilities 
throughout the province. A sdét§*Ser cent increase in our University 
operating budget and very substantial University building commit- 
ments for Calgary and Edmonton give ample evidence of the serious 
purpose of the Government and the University officials in the matter 
of advanced education. 


The provisions made for public health will virtually assure that 
none among us shall be denied hospital care when sick or injured. 
The medical care provided for our aged and disabled, and for our 
widows and their families continues to cost more, and more is provided 
for this purpose. More is provided, too, for our Mental Hospitals and 
for our Provincial Training School, for the School for the Deaf, for the 
patients at Rosehaven and for cancer and polio patients; proof once 
more of the resolve of the Government that our unfortunates shall not 
want for decent care in the midst of our prosperity. That none shall 
be left in dire need amidst our plenty, our welfare benefits likewise 
have been substantially increased. 


The appropriation for forest conservation reflects a keen aware- 
ness of our responsibility to leave for future Albertans an undiminished 
heritage of woodlands and wild life. 


An expenditure of almost 24% of our total budget on the building 
and maintenance of our highways, district roads, ferries and bridges 
is ample proof that the Government recognizes the importance of a 
net-work of good roads in our way of life today. There cannot be a 


person in Alberta who does not benefit directly from this highways 
program. 


You will have noticed increased appropriations for those Depart- 
ments of Government which, though providing little revenue and not 
occasioning any major portion of our expenditures, contribute so much 
to the smooth intercourse of our society and its many interests. Many 
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of the services of these Departments are taken for granted when they 
are performed well and become well known only when they break 
down. The happy relationships of Alberta’s management and labour 
forces; the growing participation in apprenticeship training; the in- 
creasing popularity of libraries and a new interest in cultural activities 
of many kinds; ever more successful tourist promotion—these mundane 
affairs have been so managed as to win acclaim from many outside 
our borders. The efficiency necessary to provide and service our public 
buildings and our administrative equipment may be easily overlooked 
in the story that figures tell. The modest cost of our service to muni- 
cipal bodies is a small price for the patient and watchful guidance 
which helps to keep municipal administration above suspicion and 
reproach. We are not likely to realize the protection to life and purse 
provided by the alert inspection and supervisory service of our In- 
surance and Fire Prevention Branches under the Provincial Secretary. 
We are often made aware of the unfortunate conditions which prevail 
in agriculture, but we seldom stop to contemplate how much worse 
these conditions might be were it not for a multitude of helpful services 
provided at public expense. I submit that some of these lesser appro- 
priations provide a very real measure of the competence of the Govern- 
ment of Alberta in managing the provincial affairs of our people without 
taking to the control of the Provincial Government the management 
of affairs which can be well administered at local level. 


It is earnestly hoped that many Albertans will study the informa- 
tion provided to you tonight and will come to realize how very much 
each of us is subsidized at public expense in our way of living and 
how important it is that we be guided by reason and moderation. We 
must see that our demands on the one hand and our unwillingness to 
contribute on the other shall not make it impossible for us to enjoy in 
perpetuity the benefits which can be ours through democratic associa- 
tion without any sacrifice of our personal rights to be highly indi- 
vidualistic in a land where freedom is abundant. 


Mr. Speaker, I move that you do now leave the Chair and that 
this Assembly resolve itself into a Committee of Supply for the con- 
sideration of sums to be granted to Her Majesty.
